Auckland relutos instances of their migra- 
tion from houso to house at certain times o( 
ibo year, influenced probably by tho lack 
or abundance of food. 


In a certain part oi Berkshire, Eng., 


there woro situated a number oJ isolated 
jams on tho bleak, barren downs; and tho 
rats were frequently mot in colonies at early 
morning, inarching in long linos direct from 
ono barn to another. 
They -were watched, 


and soon to go directly across tbe country 
in ft straight lino; and the most curious part 
about tho circumstances was tho instinct 
lhat told them whore to go, or to find those 
barns which contained grain. 


At Central park there is no unusual num- 


ber, though they find in spring plenty of 
food along tho lakes in tho grain fed to tho 
swans ftnd other aquatic birds. This grain 
ia placed iu boxes at some little distance 
from the water's margin, but tho rats aro 
cot thus hindered from purloining it; they 
jwiru to tho boxes, extract the grain, and 
then swun with it back to tho shores. 
In 


tho winter they collect about tho animal 
houses.—Science. 


1'lie Kill,bit riazue In Australia. 


The latest attempt to exterminate rabbits 


in Australia ended ill failure. It was a truly 
infernal device—namely, tho importation 
of rabbits suffering from tho rabbit scab 
from Europe, In the hope that tho con- 
tagion would spread among the Australian 
rabbits and ultimately kill them off. Pro- 
fosaor Watson, of Adelaide university, was 
granted six months' leavo of absence in or- 
der that he might purchase diseased rabbits 
iu Europe. 
He bought twe- do/.en thor- 


oughly infected with unimal and vegetable 
parasites and embarked on a steamship with 
them; but, unfortunately for tho experi- 
ment, they all died of sunstroke bufore 
reaching Aden, and tho attempt hns con- 
stantly failed.

In tho presence of such ready 
and practical charity a twinge of conscience 
on account of my false pretenses was 
unavoidable. So much money indeed was 
forced upon mo during tho evening by tho 
charitably inclined, -when Informed of my 
destitute condition, that in order to main- 
tain a penniless status I was obliged to 
hand it over to somo more genuine beggar. 
Tha original givers have of course beon 
•ince reimbursed. 


But where lo lodge for the night was a 


puzzling question. It soema there is not a 
froo bed to bo had by tho wayfarer in all 
this groaf. city, desplto its innumerable 
charitable institutions. Many of the polica 
stations, to bo sure, have so-called lodging- 
rooms, but tho bodding consists of pi no 
planks.

It is duo to CommisEioners Den- 
niston and Wray to stato that they stead., 
ly advocated tho 'reservoir system,' from 


the fact tbat all tha information they re- 
ceived from export hydraulic engineers

their 
opinion 
that 


with tho elevation at Oak Hill a reservoir 
system could bo constructed with a very 
slight increaso in expense, that would 
give better satisfaction to the public 
than the direct pressure system; hence 
;liey steadily work for its adoption. They 
now wish it distinctly understood, that 
,he direct pressure cystem having been 
adopted, they will go to work m earnest 
or its completion, at the earliest possible 
moment, and for tho best interest of al' 
ioncemed.
